'T’HE  Legislature  will  assemble  for 
1 the  transaction  of  business  cn 
Tuesday,  January  28.  The  decision 
on  the  exact  date  of  calling  the 
House  together  was  reached  yes- 
terday. 

The  date  is  almost  a week  later 
than  it  was  at  the  last  session,  when 
the  legislators  convened  on  Tues- 
day, January  22.  For  some  days  it 
has  been  realized  that  the  subject 
of  the  fixing  of  the  date  for  the 
opening  of  the  session  was  receiving 
the  careful  attention  of  the  Premier 
and  his  colleagues. 

Hon.  J.  W.  Jones,  of  SouUi  Oka- 
nagan. the  Speaker  of  the  House, 
arrived  in  the  capital  yesterday  and 
will  at  once  give  attention  to  the 
preparations  which  devolve  upon 
him  in  arranging  the  details  for  the 
selection  of  a staff  to  serve  the 
purposes  of  the  session  and  for 
other  matters  which  fall  under  his 
charge. 

While  the  general  business  of  the 
session  is  stated  to  be  well  in  hand, 
so  that  had  it  been  desired  to  call 
the  House  earlier  in  the  new  year  it 
could  have  be^n  done,  there  are  a 
few  matter^  which  the  Oovernment 
deemed  it  wise  to  have  more  fully 
advanced  before  meeting  the  House. 
This  played  its  part  in  postponing 
the  calling  together  of  the  House. 

Premier  Tolmle  is  anxious  to  have 
some  matters  advanced  a little  far- 
ther than  they  are.  In  order  that 
they  may  come  up  before  the  House, 
and  some  action  may  take  place  with 
regard  to  them  during  the  forth- 
coming session.  Such  a matter  Is 
probably  that  of  the  project  of  the 
highway  to  the  Yukon  and  Alaska, 
which  the  Premier  is  known  to  be 
anxious  to  see  decided  upon  one  way 
or  the  other  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible. 

Last  year  the  House  was  called 
together  on  January  22  and  tha 
business  ended  on  March  20 

The  session  of  1928  opened  on 
January  24  and  prorogation  was 
reached  March  14. 

In  1921  the  House  met  on  Feb- 
ruary 28;  in  1920,  on  January  20. 
and  In  1919,  on  January  30.  There 
was  a break  In  the  system  during 
the  brief  trial  given  to  Fall  sessions.

WASHINGTON.  Dec.  13— The

Waves  fifty  feet  high  and  a howl- 
ing gale  reduced  the  run  of  Uic 
Bremen,  transatlanUc  record  holder, 
on  one  day  to  a mere  120  miles.

Captain  Zlegenbein  said  the  storm 
lasted  nearly  the  entire  voyage, 
retarding  the  liner’s  time  to  seven 
days  and  seven  hours,  whereas  she 
usually  makes  the  trip  In  less  than 
five  days.

The  Bremen  was  the  third  big 
liner  from  Europe  in  the  last  two 
days  which  encountered  the  severe 
North  Atlantic  storm.

WAS  HARD  FIGHT 

Captain  Rodgers,  showing  the 
signs  of  the  two  weeks'  struggle,  told 
his  story.  "We  are  completely  worn 
out  from  hunger  and  want  of  sleep," 
he  said.  "We  could  not  have  kept 
up  the  fight  much  longer.  Since 
leaving  here  on  Friday,  November 
29,  we  experienced  a succession  of 
northwest  hurricanes  which  drove 
ua  250  miles  off  the  coast.

Dec.  13.— Pro- 
duction of  lumber  during  the  week 
ending  December  7,  was  consider- 
ably below  normal  for  this  time  of 
year,  according  to  reports  received 
by  the  West  Coast  Lumbermen's 
Association,  from  224  mills  In  Ore- 
gon, Washington  and  British  Co- 
lumbia. Production  for  the  week 
was  about  20.000.000  feet  greater 
than  during  the  previous  week,  when 
most  mills  were  down  for  a full  day 
for  Thanksgiving  Day,  but  about 

8.000. 000  less  than  the  output  during 
the  week  ending  November  23.  Or- 
ders received  during  the  week  end- 
ing December  7 were  about  12.500.000 
feet  above  those  reported  for  the 
preceding  week,  and  about  0,500.000 
below  new  business  for  the  week 
ending  November  23. 

Rail  orders  showed  an  Increase  of 

13.000. 000  feet  when  compared  with 
the  previous  week,  domestic  cargo 
orders  fell  off  about  4.000.000  feet, 
the  export  market  gained  4,000.000 
feet,  and  local  orders  dropped  ap- 
proximately 1 .000.000  feet.

Mr.  Carmichael,  reviewing  the 
[ steps  taken  by  the  committee,  said 
I that  a number  of  the  largest  cities 
in  Canada  and  the  United  States 
had  been  written  to  with  the  object 
of  collecting  data  regarding  cost  ot 
construction  and  possibilities  of 
revenue. 

It  was  while  this  material  was 
being  gathered  together  that  the 
Arena  at  the  Willows  had  been  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  and  the  question  of 
a dual  purpose  building  had  Imme- 
diately arisen.  Upon  the  request 
of  the  committee,  Mr.  Frank  Pat- 
rick had  come  o tfex  from  Vancou- 
ver and  had  given  it  as  his  opinion 
that  a dual  purpose  building  was 
entirely  feasible,  as  such  a building 
could  be  used  for  skating  during 
five  months  of  the  year  and  as 
an  auditorium  during  the  remaining 
seven  months.

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RETURNED  MEN’S  PROBLEM 

So  long  as  Injustice  prevails  the  question  of  the 
treatment  of  the  returned  soldiers  by  the  Federal 
Government  Is  bound  to  recur.  It  was  brought 
up  recently  In  striking  fashion  by  a message 
from  Sir  Arthur  Currie  to  the  annual  gathering 
of  the  Canadian  Legion.  That  message  has  at 
last  evoked  an  answer  from  Mr.  Mackenzie  King, 
the  Prime  Minister  He  says,  “If  the  situation  Is 
not  adequately  met  we  must  go  over  It  again 
until  we  meet  the  situation  In  a way  that  will  be 
considered  fair  by  the  majority  of  the  people." 
This  answer  Implies  a doubt  where  no  doubt 
exists.  The  grievances  of  the  returned  soldiers 
are  self-evident.  Many  of  them  are  victims  of 
an  unsympathetic  officialdom.  The  whole  prob- 
lem rests  in  the  hands  of  the  Government,  and 
particularly  In  those  of  the  Minister  responsible 
for  pensions  and  re-establlshment.  In  the  long 
years  that  have  passed  since  the  War  ended 
there  has  been  ample  time -for  a solution  satis- 
factory to  those  whose  life  and  health  and  for- 
tunes are  involved. 

The  present  Government  Is  not  liquidating  the 
debt  of  honor  which  arose  out  of  the  Great  War. 
It  pats  Itself  on  the  back  because  of  the  Industry 
of  Canadian  citizenship  is  making  for  prosperity. 
It  boasts  of  surpluses  out  of  the  taxation  which 
it  has  Inflicted  on  the  people.  Mr.  King  himself 
is  never  tired  of  Reiterating  that  all  is  for  the 
best  In  the  best  of  all  possible  countries.  All  can 
never  be  for  the  best  while  the  cause  of  the  re- 
turned soldiers  is,  In  any  respect,  regarded  with 
Indifference.  The  Government,  wherever  a loop- 
hole has  arisen,  has  escaped  from  the  obligation 
of  paying  pensions  to  those  who  have  been 
broken  by  the  war.  It  has  seen  poverty  and  dis- 
comfort among  Its  veterans.  It  collects  money  I 
cheerfully  because  of  reparation  payments  but  I 
gives  with  a discriminating  hand  to  those  who 
staked  their  existence  on  behalf  of  their  country. 

All  the  facts  of  the  situation  respecting  the 
returned  soldiers  ar.e  In  the  hands  of  the  Govern- 
ment, There  Is  no  need  whatever  for  a Royal 
Commission  to  inquire  Into  the  growing  volume 
of  complaints.  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  says  that  "if" 
the  situation  Is  not  adequately  met  it  will  be 
met  "In  a way  that  will  be  considered  fair  by  the 
majority  of  the  people."  He  has  only  to  consult 
the  record  of  the  Department  of  Pensions  and 
Re-establishment  to  ascertain  ,the  Injustice  In 
process.  This  matter  Is  one  that  should  engage 
the  attention  of  Parliament  and  should  be 
pressed  home  until  the  Government  Is  converted 
to  a sense  of  Its  responsibilities  as  the  Interpreter 
of  public  opinion.  The  word  of  honor  of  the 
country  is  at  stake.  Those  who  went  overseas 
were  promised  that  they  should  not  suffer  in 
their  civilian  life  because  of  their  sacrifice  in  a 
time  of  emergency.  The  gravamen  of  the  pres- 
ent charge  is  that  many  are  suffering.  Justice 
has  been  meted  out  In  some  cases,  but  by  no 
means  in  all,  for  thqusands  still  suffer  and  re- 
main as  a reproach  to  the  ingratitude  of  official- 
dom. The  Government  deals  with  the  problem 
as  Involving  so  many  “lfs."  There  is  no  If  at 
all;  It  Is  a condition,  not  a hypothetical  question 
that  confronts  the  country.  It  Is  Parliament 
that  should  force  the  Government  to  recognize 
to  the  full  the  country's  duty  to  those  who  fought 
and  bled  and  suffered  on  Its  behalf. 

EMPIRE  FREE  TRADE 

Lord  Beaverbrook,  who  recehtly  put  forward  a 
proposal  for  Empire  Free  Trade  claims  to  be  en- 
couraged by  the  character  of  Its  reception. 
He  asks  that  the  Idea  should  continue  to  be  dis- 
cussed as  apart  from  and  above  the  ordinary 
political  party  divisions  Whatever  the  merits 
of  the  proposal  It  Is  one  that  could  only  be 
brought  about  by  the  efflux  of  time  and  after 
much  arrangement  and  discussion.  The  chief 
question,  or  rather  problem  Involved,  Is  the  fact 
that  In  many  of  the  Overseas  Dominions  there 
are  Infant  industries  which  still  apparently  re- 
quire protection  even  when  In  competition  with 
the  same  industries  In  other  parts  of  the  Empire. 
It  Is  that  rock  upon  which  the  policy  as  enun- 
ciated by  Lord  Beaverbrook  seems  destined  to 
split  for  the  time  being  It  is  a conception,  how- 
ever. which  will  gather  strength,  and  we  believe 
that  its  proponent  has  visualized  the  obstacles 
that  exist  and  Is  prepared  to  point  out  ways  and 
means  by  which  they  may  be  overcome.  The 
basis  on  which  the  proposals  are  founded  Is  as 
follows: 

1.  The  territories  of  the  British  Empire  are 
capable  of  producing  all  that  Its  inhabitants  re- 
quire arid  much  more  than  they  have  at  present. 

2.  The  right  way  to  bring  this  about  Is  to  turn 
the  Empire  Into  one  vast  assured  market  for  Im- 
perial producers,  with  Free  Trade  within  Its 
boundaries  and  a tariff  wall  about  It  to  keep  out 
the  foreign  competition  which  makes  organiza- 
tion for  mass  production  Impossible. 

3.  Imperial  supplies  of  food  are  sufficient  to 
make  unwarrantable  the  assumption  that  this 
scheme  will  lead  to  an  Increase  of  prices  In  Great 
Britain. 

4 It  will  be  possible  to  make  arrangements  be- 
tween the  lhdustrles  of  Great  Britain  and  those 
of  the  Dominions  so  that  all  shall  share  equally 
In  the  new  opportunities  thus  created. 

The  great  outstanding  merit  In  the  Beaver- 
brook proposal  Is  the  Idea  of  making  the  Empire 
self-supporting.

The  many  happy  seasons  when 
Glacier  was  managed  by  the  late 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Young  were  also  recalled 
with  pleasure. 

Glacier  House  was  closed  at  the 
end  of  the  1925  season,  so  that, 
starting  In  1887.  the  House  had  been 
open  for  thirty-eight  seasons  for 
visitors  to  this  secluded  and  narrow 
valley  high  up  in  the  Selkirk  Moun- 
tains. The  season  of  1916  was  the 
last  In  which  the  trains  passed  by 
the  hotel  door.  The  Connaught 
Tunnel  was  opened  for  traffic  on 
December  6,  1916.  In  the  next 

season  a horse  stage  took  on  the 
transportation  to  the  hotel  from 
the  new  Glacier  station  many  hun- 
dred feet  below. 

The  Department  of  the  Interior 
has  recently  decided  that  the  new 
transcontinental  motor  road  Is  to 
avoid  Olacler  Park  by  following  the 
Great  Bend  of  the  Columbia.  This 
will  enable  this  national  park  to 
be  preserved  as  the  one  holiday 
Alpine  area  free  from  motor  traffic. 

It  1*  the  intention  of  the  C.P  R 
hotel  department  to  erect  a modern 
stone  mountain  hotel  of  under  two 
hundred  rooms  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  will  probably  be  rectangular  and 
placed  on  the  flat  ground  where 
was  the  old  lawn,  so  as  to  be  clear 
of  the  forest  fire  hazard,  and  eco- 
nomical to  manage.

Taschereau  asserted:  "The  Govern- 
ments of  Quebec  and  Ontario  are

Estimate  of  Yield  Thought  Con- 
servative— Southwest  Pete  Deep 
In  Lime 

(Stobla.  Forlong  St  Co.) 
CALGARY,  Dec.  13. — There  is  no 
higher  product  from  the  wells  of 
Turner  Valley  than  that  from  Mer- 
land. according  to  those  who  have 
examined  samples  at  the  well.  A 
test  made  by  Russell  Johnson,  ge- 
ologist and  field  superintendent  for 
Merland,  revealed  that  the  gravity 
was  77.  which  figure  is  believed  to 
be  higher  than  any  other  naphtha 
in  the  field.  It  has  an  advantage 
over  other  naphthas  In  that  It  Is 
free  from  sulphur,  a characteristic 
of  the  naphtha  from  Turner  Val- 
ley limestone.  It  Is  believed  by  those 
who  have  examined  the  sample  that 
the  Merland  product  will  bring  the 
top  price. 

Our  scout  In  the  field  made  a 
close  check  on  the  situation  at  Mer- 
land on  Tuesday  afternoon.  He  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  esti- 
mate of  one  hundred  barrels  a day 
that  has  been  given  was  conserva- 
tive. There  was  about  250  barrels 
In  the  tanks  representing  four  days’ 
production,  and  during  this  time  re- 
covery was  not  made  at  various  In- 
tervals because  of  testing  to  deter- 
mine the  best  pressure  at  which  to 
operate. 

Production  for  the  last  thirty-six 
hours  has  been  at  the  rate  of  100 
barrels  a day  It  is  believed  this  may 
be  Increased  somewhat  with  still 
finer  adjustment  of  valves  and  sev- 
eral minor  changes  In  equipment.

LACK  OF  BUYING  POWER  AIDS 

THEIR  OPERATIONS  AT 
NEW  YORK 

Selling  Due  to  Anticipation  of 

Sharp  Rise  in  Loans,  but 
Increase  Disappoints

NEW  YORK.  Dec.  13— The  lack 
of  buying  power  enabled  the  bear 1 
crowd  to  extend  their  attacks  dur- 
lng  the  afternoon  yesterday  and  the 
closing  levels  do  not  suggest  a re- 
versal of  the  trend  at  the  opening 
today.  Two  factors,  however,  may 
stop  the  downward  movement,  the 
first  organized  support  at  the  open- 
ing and  the  other  the  report  of 
brokers’  loans.

New  York  Market  Shows  Greater 

Responsiveness  to  Construc- 
tive Influence

NEW  YORK.  Dec.  13—  Although 
the  irregularity  of  the  past  couple 
of  days  suggested  the  llkllhood  of 
an  oversold  condition  li&vlng  de- 
veloped, It  was  not  without  surprise 
that  the  vigorous  advance  was  wit- 
nessed In  the  early  trading,  accom- 
panied as  It  was  by  the  large  turn- 
over.
